on Business in May 


General Trade Lines Fail to Show Seasonal Pick-Up— 


Month Run* Behind April, and May a Year Ago, 


in Eighth Federal Reserve District 


ST. LOUIS.—(£>)—Sales of automo- 


biles, hardware and clothing increas- 
ed in May, as compared with April, 
but all other lines recroded decreases 
for the 30-day period, the monthly 
report of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis for the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve district, published Thursday, 
shows. 


Declines in the general level of 


commerce and industry were noted, 
with sabs volume substantially below 
that of the corresponding period in 
1931, and the average in recent years. 


Outputs in virtually all classifica- 


tions of manufactures in May fell be- 
low that of the preceding month, with 
lines which ordinarily iocrea.se their 
operations at this time of the year 
failing to shovf the usual seasonal ex- 
pansion. The continued lower trend 


in commodity prices served to further 
emphasize the conservative attitude of 
both rnerchants and ultimate consum- 
ers in the matter of commitments for 
goods of all descriptions. 


Cool weather retarded merchandise 


movement during May, but June tem- 
peratures stimulated purchase of sum- 
mer goods, particularly in urban cen- 
ters. Trade in the rural sections has 
been adversely affected by the con- 
tinued low price level of farm pro- 
ducts. 


Absorption of idle workers by seas- 


onal occupations has more than been 
offset by additional releases in the in- 
dustrial centers, with the surplus of 
farm help in all states greater thap at 
any similar period in recent years.

Slowly, add 
milk, stirring constantly. Cook over 
hot water until thick. It will take 
about 20 minutes. When ready 
to 


serve, add vanilla and beat well with 
a dover beater. 


This sauce is not too rich for chil-

Caramel Sauce 


' Caramel sauce is rich but delicious. 
It keeps well in a cold place and can 
be reheated when wanted. 


One cup light brown sugar, 1-3 cup 


granulated sugar, 4 tablespoons corn 
syrup, 1 cup heavy cream, few grains 
salt, 1-3 cup boiling water. 


Cook sugar, corn syrup and salt with 


water over a low fire until a firm 
but pliable ball is forrned when a few 
drops are tried in cold water. If you 
use a candy thermometer it should 
register 241 degrees F. Stir until the 
mixture begins to boil and1 then cook 
without stirring. Remove from fire 
and let cool a few minutes. The mix- 
ture should be more than lukewarm 
but not unbearably hot. Stir in cream 
and serve. 


Strawberry Sauce 


Fruit sauces are well liked, and the 


secret in making them with fresh fruit 
lies in heating the sugar before add- 
ing it to the fruit. For strawberry 
sauce, use one quart berries, 2-3 cup 
granulated sugar, 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice. 


Wash and hull berries. Crush with 


a potato masher and add sugar which 
has been heated in a cool oven. Add 
lemon juice and bring to the boiling, 
point. Remove at once from the fire 
and let cool before serving. The hot 
sugar dissolves quickly and the fruit 
retains its fresh flavor. The addition 
of lemon juice intensifies the red of 
the fruit. 


All small fruits can be treated this 


way. 


Pineapple sauce is made by adding 


two or three tablespoons sugar to one 
cup pineapple juice drained from can- 
ned crushed pineapple. Cook juice

Joe Cabinesg of LaFayette county 


is also turning to cattle as a market 
for his surplus hay and corn pro- 
duced along with his large cotton op- 
erations. These ideas are becoming so 
well imbedded in the minds of the 
cotton planters that one may seen look 
upon southwst Arkansas as one of 
the leading cattle producing areas 'of 
the state.
